ADMIRAL ADMITS 
NAVAL WEAKNESS 


C. F Goodrich Says Reuter- 
dahl's Charges Made in 
Magazine Are True 
in the Main. 


VESSELS BUILT TOO LOW. 


New York Navy Yard Command- 
er Declares He Has Reported 
on the Flaws in the 
Warships. 


The charger that there are glaring weak- 
nesses in the discipline and equipment of the 
United States navy, as recently made in a 
magazine article, were admitted to be true 
yesterday by Rear Admiral C. F. Goodrich, 
commander of the New York navy yard, who 
is considered one of the brainiest men in the 
naval service. 

Not only are the charges true, according 
to the guarded admissions of the veteran 
admiral, but many of the high officials in 
the navy, himself among them, have notified 
the department at Washington officially of 
the existing weaknesses. 

Admiral Goodrich stopped off in Chicago 
during the day on his way to San Diego, Cal., 
where he will direct the unveiling of a monu- 
ment, erected by sailors of the Pacific squad- 
ron in memory of the sixty-six men killed in 
the explosion aboard the small cruiser Ben- 
nington in 1905. At that time Admiral Good- 
rich was in command of the Pacific squadron. 
He is president of the Memorial Fund asso- 
ciation that has collected the money to bulld 
the massive monument in the naval and mil- 
itary cemetery at Point Loma. 


Admiral Watches His Words. 

When seen at the Chicago club the admiral! 
was dressed in a civilian suit, with black, 
double breasted, sack coat. He wore none 
of the insignia of his office. He is a pleasant 
spoken man with keen eyes and a decisive 
mouth, overshadowed by a stubby gray 
mustache. His hair also is gray. It was 
apparent that he held himself in check with 
some exertion. 

One of the charges in the magazine ar- 
ticle, which was by Henry Reuterdahl, editor 
of Fighting Ships, and an acknowledged au- 
thority on naval matters, was that “ criti- 
cism is stifled.“ Admiral Goodrich’s first 
statement corroborated that much. When 
a few more questions concerning the much 
talked about criticisms were aimed at him 
the admiral sidestepped. - 

“Well, you know my lips are locked 
against discussions refiecting on the navy,” 
he said. That is an order of the depart- 
ment. Yes, I believe the order is much 
more exacting in the navy than in the army.” 

However, the admiral didn’t consider ita 
violation of duty to express 4 general 
opinion on what other persons had charged 
against the navy. 

I have héard ea lot about the charges 
made in the article,“ he continued. “I will 
say this much, that Reuterdahl knew what 
he was talking about. There is little in the 


article that isn’t true. I have a copy of the 


magazine in my grip upstairs, and have 
read.it carefully. 


Has Told the Department. 

J have officially expressed myself on those 
matters to the department, at the solicita- 
tion of the secretary.” 

“Were the opinions solicited before or 
after the publication of the criticisms?’ was 
asked. 

“Iam pretty sure it was before. Yes, sev- 
eral weeks ago. And 1 feel sure that a num- 
ber of other officers—I didn't see the letters, 
but I have reagon to believe they did—report- 
ed the same criticisms back to the depart- 
ment. The secretary sent us letters soliciting 
suggestions. 

The critic declared the vessels are built 
too low, and the shellproof armor belt is 
below the water Une on practically all the 
fighting ships,” was suggested. 

Tes. that ig true, replied the admiral. 

Well, is that due to any fault of the navy 
officials or to the contractors who construct- 
ed the vessels?’ 

Now. that's getting too feep. I can’t 
answer that question. I tell you, my boy, 
nothing would please me more than to an- 
swer all those questione—just to raise the 
safety valve long enough to let off steam. 
But I can’t do .“ 

When it was pointed out that-Rear Ad- 
miral George W. Melville had criticised the 
strife of the bureaus in the department as 
responsible for whatever weaknesses there 
are in the navy, Admiral Goodrich said: 

Well. Rear Admiral Melville is on the 
retired list, and so is over the fence, so to 
speak, in regard to talking about the navy. I 
don't think that Is an altogether fair state- 
ment, however. There are a good many 
bureaus, but all are under one centralized 
control.“ 

Five Special Charges Made. 

The specific charges made by the warship 
critic in the magazine were: 

That the shellproof armor is below the water 
line from five to seven feet, leaving the water line 
exposed to the enemy’s shells. 

That the great guns are above open shafts lead- 
ing directly to magazines. 

That the ships are bullt so low that the sea 
would roll over them in violent storms. 

That the senior officers are too old; young men 
cannot obtain control. 

That there is too much bureau management in 
Washington; that both genius and criticism are 
stified because of immersion in detail. 

The admiral refused to say anything about 
the resignation of Admiral Brownson as 
chief of the naval bureau of navigation. ;

Settlement Workers in Eth- 
ical Culture Convention 
Favor a ‘Poor Man’s 
Club’ on Sunday. 


EITHER IT OR SUBSTITUTE 


Prof. Nathaniel Schmidt of Cor- 
nell and Dr. E. G. Hirsch 
of Sinai Temple Speak 
in Approval. 


The Sunday saloon was indorsed yesterday 
afternoon at the Sunday session of the Na- 
tional Ethical convention at Henry Booth 
house, West Fourteenth place and Halsted 
etreet. 

Enthusiastic applause from the audience of 


‘gdcial settlement workers greeted the pro- 


nouncements in favor of allowing the poor 
man to have his club —the saloon—op 

unday as well as on the other days of the 
week. 

Dr. Emil Gd. Hirsch of Chicago and Prof. 
Nathaniel Schmidt of Cornell university 
were the speakers who had good words to say 
for the operation of saloons on Sunday. No 
one was there to denounce the institution. 

It was as an “ethical necessity,” not an 
ethical ideal, that the Sunday saloon was de- 
fended and favored by the delegates. The 
Speakers pointed out that those who are ad- 
vocating the euppression of the Sunday sa- 
loon in Chicago are unable to offer anything 
to take its p:ace. Until they can doso, it was 
argued, the Sunday saloon should be toler- 
ated if not upheld as one of the necessities of 
modern life in great cities. 


Gossip Along with the Drink. 


“If the saloons had to depend on my pat- ‘ 


ronage, ssid Dr. Hirsch, they would have 
to go out of business. But I recognize that 
this would be a small and probably a dull 
world if the tastes, enjoyments, and pleas 
ures Of all ran in only one little groove. 
There is no question that a large class of 
the population in large cities like Chicago 
finds the saloon—even the Sunday saloon—a 
necessity of their existence. They go there 
to, gossip as well as to drink—more often te 
gossip, I think. Now, who will deny that 
people have a right to gossip? Who will 


deny that they have the right to take their 


gossip with their drink, or their drink with 
their gossip? 

“The reformers who want to exterminate 
the Sunday saloon will say that political 
gossip is about the only gossip heard in 
saloons. Well, what if it is? Have not the 
working people the right to go to the sa- 
loon for its social side. About the only 
social life they have is in these poor men’s 


8 elubs,; as the saloons have been called. 


Must Find a Substitute. 

But suppose the reformers of that special 
school which is devoting its activities to the 
work of suppressing the Sunday saloon 
should succeed in their crusade. What then? 
They have absolutely nothing to offer as 6 
substitute. There is absolutely no gaineay- 
ing the fact that an adequate substitute must 
be found for the Sunday saloon, if that insti- 
tution is to be put out of business. 

“For it is the history of reform move 
ments that restrictive measures which leave 
reasonable human needs unsatisfied are al- 
most invariably followed by reactions that 
leave the problem sought to be solved in @ 
more perplexing and ungatisfactory condi- 
tion than before the reform was enforced. 


“There is another important point that . 


should not be ignored during this agitation 
for a Sabbatarian or puritanic Sunday. It is 
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that the nations who were the fret to has 


a Sunday made of it a day of rest and enjoy~ 
ment, and that it was only as the sway of the 
religious dogmatists expanded that the Sab- 
bath day was made purely or mostly a day 
of religious worship. 


Jews’ Sabbath One of Joy. 

“The Jews, who were about the first te 
have a Sabbath, did not make it a day of 
worship, though many who don’t understand 
the genius of Judaism think they did that 
very thing. Their Sabbath was a day of 
great joy and general rest from labor. They 
did not make it a metaphorical fortress from 
behind whose rampart the devil was to be 
fought and penance to be done for thelr sina,

„ and enjoyment, and to spend 

peaceably and decently in whatever way 
they will.“ 

Describing the aims of the new social se

“Revival of Dark Ages.”

To force our ideas of Sabbath keeping on 
people who differ from us is simply a revival 
of the intolerance of the dark ages. Never 
were truer words uttered than those of the 
Jewish teacher, who said ‘ The Sabbath was 
made for man, not man for the Sabbath,’ 

“The masses of mankind have a right to 
decide for themselves what they shall do 
with their day of rest. They also have the 
right to say whether they will or will not 
spend their day of rest as they themselves 
want to, or as persons who lived seventy or 
100 years ago decreed. 

“In all big citk + so-called reform leagues 
spring up. They cry Close the Sunday sa- 
loons.” But they fail to give the masses 
anything—or to suggest anything—that will 
adequately take the piace of the institution 
they would destroy. 

“Reform by the mere process of suppres- 
sion means reform by negation. 
reforms are not reforms. People must have 
places to go on Sunday for rest and amuse- 
ment. A blue law Sabbath is unsuited te 
the genius of twentieth century civilization.” 


Wants State to Teach Acting. 
In conclusion Dr. Schmidt said: 
“Public schools of journalism, where the.

The three ton monument which marks the 
resting place of the Druce family was re- 
moved by a score of workmen, who were 
protected from public observation by a shed 
which had been erected around the burial 
plot. Within the shed electric lights were 
installed, so that operations might proceed 
without interruption.

to secrecy, so that the result of the investi- 
gations will not be known until the experts 
give evidence af the police court. 


Why Exhumation Is Necessary. 

Herbert Druce, the defendant in the now 
famous case, is charged with committing 
perjury by swearing that his father, Thomas 
Charles Druce of the Baker street bazaar, 
died Dec. 28, 1864, and that he saw the dead 
body: placed in a coffin and buried in High- 
gate cemetery. 

His nephew, George Hollamby Druce, de- 
clares that this must be untrue, because T. C. 
Druce was in fact the fifth duke of Portland, 
who lived until 1879. 

That being so, George Hollamby Druce 
claims that he himeelf, being the senior de- 
scendant in the male line, js now the rightful 
heir of the Portland dukedom and to certain 
rich estates, the income of which is placed at 
$1,500,000 a year, now held by Lord Howard 
de Walden. 

The opening of the grave, however, will not 
give conclusive proof of the claim of George 
Hollamby Druce. 


Witness Accused of Perjury. 

The fifth duke of Portland and a man 
known ae Thomas C. Druce have been de- 
clared to be one and the same person by 
about a dozen witnesses, but particularly by 
Robert C. Caldwell of New York, who tes- 
tified at length and in detail to thie effect 
during the present trial. 

Caldwell left London for New York the 
middle of December. Upon his arrival he 
was arrested at the request of the British 
authorities on a charge of perjury. Should 
he be brgught to trial the evidence obtained 
from o ing the coffin’ would do much to 
convict or clear him. 

Herbert Druce opposed the opening of the 
grave or the ground that he did not wish to 
aesecrate hie father’s remaine on the whim 
of a person who chose to make a claim to an 
estate be is not interested in, and who has 
put pt a claim, he declares, he knows 
to be untru 

He was obliged finally, however, by the 
popular demand, to put aside sentiment and 
consent to the exhumation for the purpose. 
as his advisers say, once and for all of put- 
ting an end to the story that there was lead 
in the coffin.

“T am not going to deal with socialism in 
my book, but shall indicate how and why I 
came to sever myself from the old life. I 
hope to be able to get my newspaper from my 
book and the proceeds of my Tecturing tour 
in America.“

NOTMAN TO LEAVE CHICAGO. 


Formally Resigns Fourth Pres- 
byterian Church Pastorate. 


T0 JOIN FAMILY IN SOUTH. 


Son in Delicate Health and Must Re- 
main in the Bermudas. 


The Rev. William Robson Notman an- 
nounced his resignation from the pastorate 
of the Fourth Presbyterian church yesterday 
morning, immediately following the regular 
sermon. The official announcement followed 
the publication in Tus SuNDAY TRIBUNE and 
caused little surprise among the large con- 
gregation present. 

Dr. Notman gave two reasons for leaving 
the pulpit of the church of which he has 
served as pastor during nearly nine years.

Dr. Notman will join his family as soon as 
fhe resignation is accepted by the congre- 
gation and his affairs in Chicago so arranged 
that he can leave. 

I accepted at your request the pastorate 
of this church about nine years ago, and 
when the nine years shall have been fully 
rounded out in the middle of next February.“ 
said Dr. Notman, I am going to ask you to 
unite with me in requesting the presbytery 
of Chicago to dissolve the sacred relation- 
ship of pastor and people then created. 

“My reasons for resigning are these two, 
and only these two: 
| First, I have borne the strain here for 

nine years and it has become with me a 
mature conviction that I have borne it as 
long as prudence would warrant. I have no- 
ticed how many men in this city and tn other 
great cities holding posttions similar to my 
own have fallen by the way, broken by the 
strain of a large city parish. 

Second, during last winter and spring my 
wife and I were much alarmed about the

FLEET SAILS FOR RIO JANEIRO; 
12 DAYS TO-BRAZILIAN PORT. 


Enthusiastic Farewells as Battleships 
Leave Port of Spain on Second Lap of 
Voyage Around South America. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Dec. 20.—The 
American battleship fleet weighed anchor at 
4 o'clock this afternoon and steamed for Rio 
Janeiro. Accompanying the fleet were the 
supply ships Culgoa and Glacier. 

Long before the hour set a myriad of smal! 
craft, chiefly launches and steam yachts, 
moved up and down along the Hnes of 
anchored warships, the merry parties aboard 
shouting farewells to the departing visitors. 
Thousands of residents climbed the sur- 
rounding hills to view the great white ships 
as they moved outward on their journey of 
8,000 miles and more, while boatloads of 
excursionists went to the small islands in the 
gulf and others to the floating dock to catch 
the last glimpse of.the ships that were so 
royally welcomed to this port almost a week 
ago. 

An average of from ten.to eleven knots 
an hour will carry the fleet to the end of the 
second lap of the 14,0 mile journey in about 
twelve days, and it was announced by Ad- 
miral Evans before his departure that he 
expected to reach Rio Janeiro on Friday 
evening, Jan. —

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GRIP GERMS IN RAINY REVEL 


Inclement Day Increases Danger 
of Deaths from Epidemic. 


WARNING BY HEALTH OFFICE 


Pointers Given to People to Avoid Ex- 
posure to Winter Diseases. 


Germs of grip and pneumonia raced about 
through Chicago yesterday, taking renewed 
hold on sufferers from severe colds or gen- 
eral debility. A more inclement day—with 
dampness hovering in the atmosphere even 
when the clouds were not emptying rain— 
could ‘hardly. be imagined. But for the fact 
that it was Sunday and many persons were 


able to sit the day out in their homes 


without exposure, the grip epidemic doubt- 
less would have been accelerated even more. 

The most uncomfortable part of the day 
began at 2 o’cleck. At that time a medley 
of snow and sleet began to descend, turn- 
ing soon to a hard rain, whirled about by a 
violent and erratic wind. This continued 
all the afternoon and most of the evening, 
with short periods of rest to take a fresh 
start. At night it became colder and the 
rain turned again to sleet. 

During the afternoon there was a precipi- 
tation of .26 inches in a temperature of 87 
degrees. The normal temperature for the 
day would be 26, a figure that would mean 
a good deal less grip, according to Fore- 
caster Cox and Health Commissioner Evans. 
However, the former promised better things 
for today, when the weather is expected to 
be colder and crisper, though cloudy, and 
with possible rain or snow. By Tuesday a 
moderate cold snap is counted on. 


Pneumonia Deaths Increase. 


Pneumonia deaths last week again passed 
the 100 mark, reaching 108, an increase of 
eleven over the preceding week and of two 
compared with the corresponding week last 
year. Influenza claimed six victims, two 
more than the week before. 

In view of the increasing mortality from 
these two diseases the health department in 
ite weekly bulletin again issues this word of 
warning: 

“If you would avoid pneumonia, influenza, 
etc., live in the open air as much as possible, 
sleep in properly ventilated rooms, do not 
attend meetings in filly ventilated hails, do 
not ride in hot, stuffy street or steam cars, 
keep out of drafts, avoid excesses in eating 
and drinking.” 


Evans Reviews the Year. 


In ‘connection with the health bulletin Com- 
missioner Evans takes occasion to make 
some observations on the experiences of the 
year just closing. 

During the year 1907,“ he remarks, we 
had an epidemic of scarlet fever. Some day 
such an epidemic will be considered a re- 
flection on a city’s intelligence, just as small- 
pox marks on @ man’s face now constitute a 
badge of ignorance. In the year 1908 we 
should be sufficiently alert to protect the peo- 
ple against such a visitation. 

“TI think that we will also be able to pro- 
tect them against unwholesomeness in food. 
except in two directions. Each of these will 


’ require several years for accomplishment. 


“ The protection of the community against 
the things in which effect follows closely 
on cause has been the keynote of our efforts 
in the past. During the year 1908 we want 
to do some work against a group of pre 


ventable diseases, due to bad air—namely: 


lung diseases in which cause and effect are 
not as plainly related. In addition we hope 
to begin some control over developmental 
defects and errors. 


Depends on the People. 

„It is for the people to decide what we 
shall accompliah in 1908 Every day through 
the press, the pulpit, the profession, and 
through lectures we furnish the people with 
health information, for they are the health 
department. We know that it pays to be 
healthy. We want them to know it. Do 
they want to be healthy? If so they must 
pay the price. Something for nothing is 
impossible. Part of the price must be paid 
as taxes; most of it must be paid as effort.

The police now believe the woman com- 
mitted suicide. If poison is found in the 
stomach it will settle the matter. If not, 
there will be an open verdict. 


Clayton Answers All Questions. 

Clayton walks the streets unmolested and 
willingly answers all the annoying questions 
put to him. The authorities today again 
vainly searched the river for the woman's 
hat and pocketbook, supposed to contain 
the letter mailed from the Bill Board.” 
They believe the letter would reveal valuable 
information. : 

Chief G. M. Appleby exploded the the- 
ory that the woman was murdered and 
the body cast into the sewer by showing 
that the sewer is not sufficiently large to 
permit the body to pass through. This ap- 
parently has killed the last chance of the 
authorities to make it murder. 

The woman's left leg was entangled in 
wire sunken in the bed of the river. This 
leads the police to believe that she intended 
wading into the river and she slipped, the 
upper portion of her body swishing around on 
the shore, and that she died of exposure. 
She was a frail woman. Ten years ago a big 
robuet man died of exposure near where 
she was found. The weather then was no 
colder.

Crowd Almost Stampedes at Vol- 
unteers’ Holiday Feast. 


FEW TRAMPS IN THE THRONG 


Many Idle Clerks and Workingmen 
Present; Joy for Children. 


Hundreds and. at times, thousands of men, 
women, and children stood at the doors of 
the Seventh regiment armory all yesterday 
morning waiting for the Christmas season 
dinner prepared by the Volunteers of Amer- 
ica. 


At times the doors would open to admit 
a specified number, for which places had been 
prepared. Then the crowd ceased to be 
passive; the lines formed by the detail of 
police were broken, and the men surged 


“against “the doors, the jam becoming so 


great the efforts of two or three policemen 
were required to pull a man out of it. When 
the men were thus jerked into the hall they 
often fell flat on the floor. 

Once in the hall, however, most of them 
quickly forgot their recent troubles in the 
enjoy ment of the generous meals provided. 


Six Thousand Served. 


The women and children to the number 
of 8,000 were fed first and given baskets 
oontaining food sufficient for 5,000 meals 
more. It took from 10:80 to 1 o’ciock to feed 
the women and children and from 1 to5to 
give dinners to the 3,000 men who were 
served. a 

Many of the women came on foot long 
distances to get the food and then walked 
back to their homes with the heavy baskets 
through miles of rain and slush. One woman 
arrived at 10:80 in the morning, waited al- 
most two. and one-half hours in the street 
before she could get inside the bullding, got 
her basket, and started on her dreary tramp 
to the home “ back of the yards, where eight 
hungry children awaited her. She refused to 
delay a minute to get something to eat. 

The class of applicants for charity was 
decidedly different from that of previous 
years, im that the tramp agd beggar element 
was smaller than usual and there was a 
greater number of women and children and 
respectable clerke and workingmen out of 
employment. 

Day Is Volunteers’ Reward. 


Next to the children, the tired Volun- 
teers seemed to enjoy the day most. For 
them it was the consummation of many, 
many weary days of standing on street cor- 
ners and soliciting nickels and pennies in 
saloons, restaurants, stores, and offices.

Only 95 Cents Left. 

Humphrey registered on Saturday morning 
at the Clarendon hotel, 152 North Clark 
street. He was found dead yesterday 
afternoon by Jessie Clark, a chambermaid, 
who went into the room to clean it. Two gas 
jets in the room were wide open and the room 
was filled with gas. 

The police found only 9 cents and a pawn 
ticket for an overcoat in the dead man’s 
possession. The pawn ticket showed that 
the coat had been pawned on Saturday 
afternoon for $1.65. 

James Garvin, proprietor of the hotel, said 
that when Humphrey was registering he in- 
timated that he had been without a position 
for some time and that ne had come to Chi- 
cago in the hope of obtaining employment. 

No letters were found on the body by 
which relatives could be traced. 


Bridge Suicide Well Dressed. 


The suicide at the bridge appeared about 85 
years old and was well dressed. He was 
seen to climb up on the railing soon after 
7 o'clock in the morning by Michael Van 
Eura, 88 West Twenty-fifth street, and 
Mathew “Murphy, 572 West Taylor street. 
They shouted at him and he turned toward 
them, then jumped. 

They ran to the bridgetender’s house and 
got a rope. As the man rose to the surface 
they threw the coll so that the end of the 
rope struck the water within a few inches 
of his head.

GO TO CHURCH ON A RAFT. 


People Defy Hardship to Worship, 
Then Downpour Comes. 


Just as the 2,000 residents of the flooded 
district of Gage Park were begininng to take

the passage of an exclusion measure by the 


United States congress depends entirely upon 
the efficiency with which the immigration 
regulations adopted by the Japanese gov- 
erninent shall be enforced. | 
Determined as the president and Secretary 
Root are to stop the immigration of Japanese 
laborers, they propose at the same time to 
take a step which will show the far eastern 
ation that the Am an people are pre- 
eerving generally an attitude of entire friend- 
nest. This step will be in the form of a 


courteous expression of good will on the oc- | 


easion of the departure tomorrow of Viscount 
Aoki, the Japanese ambassador. By direc- 
tion of the president every member of the 
cabinet will be at the ralircad station to bid 
the ambassafior farewell. Already Viscount 
oki has taken leave of the president and hae 
charged by the latter with a most cor- 
dial message of good will to the Japanese em- 
peror and people. 


Shows High Regard for Japan. 

Only once before has anything of this kind 
deen done, and that was two years ago, 
when Sir Mortimer Durand, the British am- 
bassador, was recalled by his government. 
At that time the president desired to émpha- 
size that Sir Mortimer had been perfectly 
acceptable to him. This same purpose par- 
tially inspired the decision to show ſike cour- 
tesy to Viscount Aoki, but a more important 
reason existed in the desire to demonstrate 
the high regard the American government 
entertains for the representative of Japan. 

Instructions cabled to Mr. O’Brien regard- 
ing the immigration question followed con- 
wideration of the results of the policy pursued 
by the Japanese government during the last 
ten months. Assurances were given by that 
government in February that it would re- 
strict emigration to this country by refusing 
to give passports to men of the laboring class. 
These assurances were not observed, possi- 


ordinates to execute instructions of the min- 
istry for foreign affairs. Now information 
has been received of a confidential character 
indicating that the Japanese authorities have 
no real intention of enforcing the new regu- 
lations, 
It is stated there are many difficulties, po- 
eal inecharacter, which estop the author- 
ities from rigidly applying the regulations, 
not only as to emigration to the United 
States but to Canada also. In order that 
Japan may realize exactly the position this 
8 will adopt in case the immigra- 
on of undesirable Japanese labor continues, 
the president and Seoretary Root decided to 
and the instructions. 


Root Proceeds Under Treaty. 
There can be no protest by ‘Jagan against 
this warning. Throughout the discussion of 
this question Secrétary Root has proceeded 
m accordance with article II. of the treaty 
of commerce and navigation between the 
two countries proclaimed in 1895. By that 
article it is expressly stated’ that the stipu- 
lations of the treaty do not in any way affect 
the laws, ordinances, and regulations with 
regerd to immigration of laborers “ which 
are in force or which hereafter may be en- 
acted in either of the two countries.” 
This government contends it has under the 
22 entire liberty to do whatever 
it sees At with respect to Japanese laborers. 
It can admit them, it can regulate their ad- 
mission, or it can exclude them. The ad- 
ministration has appreciated, however, that 
to regulate or exclude Japanese laborers 
would arouse the Japanese people as nothing 
else could do, and for this reason it has pre- 
ferred to leave the matter as far as possible 
in the hands of the Tokio authorities. It 
beileved faithful observance of the assur- 
ances given last spring would have ended 
the question, but this having failed it hopes 
a strict enforcement of the hewiregulations 
will bring the desired result. 


Chance for Japan’s Good Faith. 


Every opportunity will be given to Japan 
to show her good faith. Secretary Root has 
been in conference with members of the for- 
ein affairs committee of the house in regard 
to the Japanese question.

Japan never will give its consent to the en- 
actment of an exclusion bill. It has insisted 
from the beginning that its subjects will 
be treated in exactly the same manner as 
Europeans. It has urged the passage of a 
bill authorizing naturalization of Japanese 


country. President Roosevelt recommended 
the enactment of 4 naturalization measure in 
a message submitted to congress at the be- 
ginning of last session. He did not repeat 
the recommendation and he will not do so 
now. Moreover the sentiment against any- 
thing of the kind ig so strong in both houses 
that its consideration cannot be expected. 

Under the circumstances no one here be- 
eves there will be any legislation respecting 
the Japanese. 80 far as exclusion is con- 
éerned, members of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee appreciate fully the grave conse- 
quences of action, and therefore intend to 
be guided entirely by the wishes of the ad- 
ministration.

„The grand jury, on instructions from 
Judge Landis, thereupon summoned Mr. 
Moffett before it, and reported to Judge 
Landis on Oct. 4, in part, as follows: 

„ He Mr. Moffett] was also unable to give 
to the grand jury information as to the ship- 
ment of a single pound of freight except by 
the Standard Oil Gompany from the points in 
question at a rate less than the lawfully pub- 
lished and filed rate.’ 

„% This remarkable admission by Mr. Mof- 
fett shows the general value of his defense. 
He further admitted that his statement 
was largely prepared by his attorney, Mr. 
Moritz Rosenthal. 

„% These facts of themselves refute eom- 
pletely’ the attempted justification of the 
Alton rate by meane of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois 6% Gent rate, and show that 
one was as secret as the other. 


Falsification Is Charged. 

„ But still more significant was the con- 
duct of the railroads and the Standard in 
the manher of handling the 6 cent rate over 
both raflroads. The Standard claims that 
theré was nothing secret about the rate.

linols road every waybill for such ship- 
ments was disguised by another scheme, to 
wit, by being ‘blind billed ’—that is, no 
rate at all was entered on the waybill until 
the said waybill reached the general offices 
of the railroad. 

“The first scheme of false billing’ re- 
quired the faisification of accounts to make 
them balance. The seoond scheme of ‘ blind 
billing entirely concealed the rate. 

Furthermore, the usual method of eol- 
lecting freight charges is through the local 
freight agents. All the collections fer oil 
shipped f Whiting to East St. Louis, 
both over t Alton and the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, were made directly through 
the general offices. This also was, of course, 
to prevent any general knowledge of the 
rate, 


Enormous Fine Justified. 

“This Alton rate was substantially a re- 
bate; was the most effective kind of dia- 
crimination, because it killed out all com- 
petition;, was secret and was concealed by 
secret methods; is sought to be justified only 
by another like secret rate, which also was 
coveted by secret methods; wae only one

LITERARY TYRANT 


Authors Must Sacrifice 
All Originality. 


BLAME ON W. D. HOWELIA, 


Little Things of Life All That 
Can Be Basis of Novels 
in America. 


New York, Deo. 20.—[Specia!.]~Declaring 
all originality and vitality are stamped out 
of American literature by its example and 
arbitrary rulings, Mrs. Gertrude Atherton 
today launched a heated criticism against 
the so-called miagagine school of authors, 
the followers.st W. D. Howells. This, she 
said, prevented out dest sellers from 
reaching the supremacy gained by European 
productions. She said: 

„ There is a secret tyranny at work in 
American letters to which one must at- 
tribute, in a great part. the lack of origi- 
nality, of virility, of elemental fire in the 
books that make up our annual contribution 
to literature. In European countries this ty- 
fanny does not exist as it does here. There 
a writer has a far greater liberty to choose 
his canvas and to paint upon it with a free 
hand and in a large manner just those pic- 
tures that appeal to him and that thus be- 
come his best, because his most individual, 
literary creation. 

But in America originality is not wanted 
by the powers that govern our literary out- 
put. A certain arbitrary school of writers 
has erected here a narrow conventional stand- 
ard to the hard and fast rules of which the 
would-be author, with a message all his own, 
ie bound as to some procrustean bed, whose 
painful limitations are repressive of genius 
and bring all who come within its influence 
to one dead level of sameness, of medioc- 
rity, of hopelessly middle class effort. 


Must Paint in Miniature. 


„We must write of the small things of life; 
we must paint in miniature; we must view 
America as a stage upon which the great 
dramas of humanity are not acted if we 
wish to be numbered among the elect in this 
pitiful school that at present seems to have 
the literary conscience of thie country in Res 
keeping. And until this standard is with- 
drawn, until the bars that guard the way to 
the Hmitiess pastures of imaginative litera- 
ture are taken down, books that are written 
in America will surely not mirror this coun- 
try’s manifold, seething. life, will not be 
typical of our complex national existence, 

7. Po be specific, I think the main trouble 
with American troubles today is due to the Lit- 
erary supremacy of Mr. Howells. Bome years 
ago—O, a good many when one comes to 
reckon them up—Mr. Howells showed us the 
way to write ‘American literature,’ so-called. 
He obtained a following which has gradually 
increased until it has developed into a school 
of writers — the magazine school,’ T call it 
—which has taken to itself the office of liter- 
ary censor. 

„One must not blame Mr. Nowells person- 
ally for the existence of this tyranny, for it is 
nothing else; but it does emanate uncon- 
sciously from him. His standard of art has 
impressed itself upon a large body of writers 
who follow faithfully in his footsteps and 
who exact of others who aspire to tread the 
paths of literature the tribute of doing and 
writing. as that standard indicates it should 
be done. 


Knock for “Three Weeks.” 


“It is a good enough standard in its way, 
but it lo hopelessly narrow, finicky, and com- 
monplace in its conception and treatment of 
things. There ie no originality to it. Mr. 
Hawells, you know, denounces originality. 
He telle us to stick to the small things of 
life in fiction and to shun the large things. He 
has .produced and his followers maintain a 
literary style that is all I's, and n’s, and r's. 
It is a cultivation of a perfectly flat and even 
surface. 

Those who follow this school are agree- 
ably impressed with the idea that they belong 
to a sort of literary aristocracy—but really it 
ia a dreary, unimaginative middle clase that 
is cultivated and voiced by it. 

“Undoubtedly this magasine gchool has 
taught some people how to write who pos- 
sibly never would have developed into any- 
thing otherwise, but that is a negative virtue 
after all. I confess that, at the beginning 
of my literary career, I could make nothing 
of this school. I couldn't write the way it 
demanded and so I went to England and 
obtained the recognition I needed there. 
“So far as I am concerned, I would not 
hesitate to use any subject that appealed to 
me as offering possibilities out of which to 
eonstruct a truly artistic novel. There is 
the question of taste, however, that must be 
donsidered in connection with the obvious 
limitations of the English language in the 
treatment of certain themes. 

There is no art, for instance, in the tire- 
some succession of love scenes of the ques- 
tionable nature described in Three Weeks.’ 
That sort of thing may be possible in a 
French novel, with the peculiar flexibility of 
the French language to lend it grace and to 
rob it of its disagreeable suggestiveness, but
